Hello from a very busy Clerk’s 
office here at the township hall. We 
here at the Clerk’s office are again busy 
getting ready for another election. This 
next election will be the Supervisor’s 
Election that is being held on Tuesday, 
March 31, 1998 to replace the vacancy 
in the Supervisor’s office.

It is amazing how 
much preparation and work is involved 
in running an election. 

Although Huron Township has at 
this writing 8,451 active registered vot- 
ers, voter turnout in our township is 
usually very low. This same trend is 
not only characteristic of Huron 
Township though, it also seems to fol- 
low a likewise pattern throughout the 
entire state of Michigan. Recent legis- 
lation has been brought forth to help 
change these characteristics by forcing 


municipalities to upgrade and add to 
their election equipment, and voting 
devices, to help eliminate the long lines 
that are created during some major 
elections. Other legislation has been 
brought forth to create what is known 
as the “no excuse” absentee voting pro- 
cedure in which any registered voter 
can vote by absentee ballot simply 
because they do not want to go to the 
polls on election day. These are some 
of the different types of legislation that 
have been brought forth to help with 
voter turnout. 


In closing, don’t forget to vote 
March 31, 1998. If you are not sure 
whether or not you are registered to 
vote in Huron Township, or if you are 
not sure which precinct you should 
vote at, please call the township 
Clerk’s. office at 753-4466. Absentee 
voter ballots are also available until 
March 28, 1998. The township Clerk’s

Huron Township will partner with 
the communities of Romulus and 
Taylor to coordinate and plan future 
land use around Metro Airport. A joint 
meeting was held March 11, 1998 con- 
sisting of Huron Township Board 
members, planning commission mem- 
bers, City of Romulus Council mem- 
bers, City of Taylor representative, 
Cameron Priebe and Mike Patraska of 
Wayne County, and a representative 
from the consulting firm McKenna and 
Associates. The three communities 
agreed that working together in an 
organized fashion had many advan- 
tages. McKenna & Associates will be 
the design consultant for the project. 

One of the main themes discussed 
was economic development. Mr. 
Priebe estimated that approximately 


70,000 new jobs will be created. The 
economic activity stimulated by the 
airport expansion is expected to be in 
the area of $2.5 billion. All three com- 
munities and other downriver commu- 
nities will benefit from this activity. 
Even if the county projections are off 
by 50 percent, the new employment 
opportunities and economic activity 
will be significant. 

Another theme discussed was “con- 
sistency” in planning the surrounding 
areas. One of the most important goals 
of this project will be consistency in 
planning. By working together with 
our neighboring communities we can 
accomplish a final plan that works and 
compliments each other. It would be a 
mistake, and a missed opportunity if 
the three communities worked sepa-
